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1. Tnoring the budget debates in the Constitutional Aesenbly between 11 and 13 
Decenber 1946, considerable time was given to diseuseloms of Czecheslovakia's 
foreign polioy, and particularly to the angles ef the peliay that concern 
Germany and Czechoslovak claima to the Polish-held evound Glatz and 
Retibor. A strong spesch-was made by Dr. Ivo Duch&Sek, chairman of the 
Fovelg Affairs Coumitisve, who stressed the dangers Cuechoslovakia can face 
from an econoitoally reconstructed Germany.
